“Our line curves round beautifully to, 
and rests on the Turnpike, at the top of the 
first mountain, about three miles from Mr. 
Gregory’s, thus avoiding the Mill Stone 
Branch Tunnel of 3,500 feet. 

“We are all in excellent bealth and 
spirits, notwithstanding several weeks of 
severe work and ex posure in the moutains, 
and walking most of the way from Leon- 
ard’s Bridge to Squire Gregory’s (10 miles), 
last evening, and through a terrific moun- 
tain rain, falling, as — say, in torrents, 
oe on foot at dark the thundering, 
tumbling, foaming Holly. 

“We now leave for the top of the moun- 
tain, to complete the surveys to the North 
Carolina State line, then finish from Holly 
Creek to Dalton, an approximating loca- 
tion survey. Truly, a splendid line we 
have secured for a mountain road,” 

The Georgia Railroad has declared a semi- 
annual dividend of four per cent. 

The force at work onthe Port Royal 
Railroad is being increased at all points.

road will be completed to Augusta * the 
first of November next.

The Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad,

ductive cotton belt of Alabama, bids fair 
to be the first among the railroads of the 
South, in locality, scenery and profit to its 
Oovndre. Connecting, as it will, Chatta- 
nooga with New Orleans, making the most 
direct linefrom New York to the latter 

lace, it cannot fail to be one of the most 
ucrative roads in the South. 

Those gh it extends, at present, only one 
hund and fifteen miles, it carries one 
hundred thousand pounds per day. It is 
to be completed to Meridian, Mississippi, 
by the Ist of January, 1871. Its progress 

is about three-fourths of a mile per 
days and, if there is no falling off of the 
hands during the hot summer months, the 
work will be carried on with equal speed 
to its completion.
